T. t". ,Sptdl- 
iiiL;a came from Tenne.s.'^oe live years 
aL;o almost jienniie.sH. llo wa.s editor 
of the Porsylh EiUer|>ri.se, l>e.sides 
prticticing law. lie wa.s two year.s ago, 
elet;ted L'rnsecuting .Attorney of Taney 
(!oiiiit\', anil accuinulat(>il about .§(i,()n<l 
in live years. Ren. 1>. Price i.s it son of 
.lud;4i; ^V. C. Price of ihia city, has 
also editei.1 newspapers in 'J'auoy and 
Ozark counties, anil held county ofticeH. 
The uircuiiihlauces of the killing are as 
follows: They were attorneys in rnplevni 
suit, and while .Spellini,'« w.as making 
liiii closing tirgunu^nt he took occasion 
to make a jiersoiial allusion to siaiio 
troubles Price had had about a storl^ 
Pric(? asked hiui to desist and conline 
himself to facts relevant to the ca.so 
pending. Spellings replied: "Well, 
yoi! bt^gan this personal businesa." 
I'ricfi ii'plitid: "That's a lie," when, ac- 
corditi;; to one account, Spellings stiized 
Price bv ihe throat, aiul, |)D.sliing liini 
limvn U]inn (he desk where hoaat, began 
to pumnitti him with his list. Another 
account does not mention the asSiault as 
having been made hy S[)cllings. At all 
nvcnts, Price drew his jiistol and shot 
Spelliiii.;s ill the stomach. .\t last ac 
founts .Spellings was still aUvt?. lie 
Itdegriniheil to liia brothers in Tennessee 
to come immediately, ns he was shot 
and would not recover. In 1879 Hen. 
thrice killed a uian at a luasipiiirade 
ball at Ctiiiiesvillo, (Jzark L'ountv. 
C'unklin was making himself obnoxiou.s 
by shooting lire-crackers near the ladies, 
•.vlu n I'rico ordered hiiu lo^juit. The 

two men then clinched and rolled down 
a stairway. On reaching tho bottom 
(,'otik liii had Price by the tbrnafc and 
was beating liiiu with his list, when 
I'rice drew a revolver and fatally 
wounded him. Price wjis ae(|uitted of 
this crime on the grounda of Kidf- 
defence.

NEW STATUTES. 

Midiy uf thu billa piiaaud iit thu lat'.- noa- 
siun of thu proviuuiiil lu^isliituro aro of 
great importuiico and intorest. Ohiof 
among thom are tho public school net, thu 
niuiiicip!\l iimoiidmout act, the Cliiiioao 
bill, niul tho iiasizu court not. Tho moat 
importiiiit chuntjos in tho aohool net iiro 
tlioHO rolating to tlio electiun of nchool 
truatooB in tho city achool disti'iota of 
Victoriii, Now Wostniinator and Ninmimo. 
Au amendment proridoa that horouftor 
all persons qimliQcd to vote for school 
trustiioa ahull ho roiiuoated to rogistur 
thuir niinioa. 'i'lio rojjiator aluill bo opoii 
from thu tirst ibij- of July tiiioh yxw uiitil 
tho ;!l8t diiy of May in tho following year. 
It sliuU bu ko(it in thu olhco of tho supor- 
intoiidont of education in Victoria, and in 
New Westminator and Naiiaimo shall bo 
in charge of tho govornniont atjonts. For 
tho year 1885 tho register will bo open 
for the regiatrntion of votora from thu 
time of tho paasatjo of tko act (Fol). Iti) 
until tho ;U3t day of May. Any liouao 
lioldor or froeholdor roaidont in any ward 
of tho city school diatriet fur a poiiod of 
six luoiitha |irovii>UB to the application to 
. resistor, or Ihu wife of any such, sliall bo 
ontitlud to register as a I'uter for school 
trustoos iu the ward in which ho or sho 
reaidea. Voting is to bo carried on by 
ballot. At tho noxt annual oloction all 
achool tnistccj sliall rctiro and tiicio 
shall bo elected two for each ward. Tho 
trasteo in oach ward who obtains tho 
highest iiunilier of votoa ahull hold office 
two years, tho otiier going out at thu 
Olid of the first yoftr. Tho term of 
oHieo will hcMici'forth We two yearH, but by 
thia arrangement one truatco for each 
ward will be electi'd every year. The 
iiiiiiiicip.dily amendment, act includes 
several important nuiovations. The reuvo 
and councillora of inuniciiialitiea (otiier 
than citius) aro to roeeive, in resiii-cl to 
tbuir attendance at council nieetuma, an 
tiidoniiiity, not to e.\c(;ed tlie sum uf ^3- oO 
for ea('h riienib(u- aiul not to exceed in tho 
whole in any one year the sum of SlT) to 
each iiieiiiber. This indemnity will be 
acceptable to tnomhors of country tnuui- 
cipal councils, who have to travel long 
distances to attend mootingn. Tlio term 
of oftico of Victoria councillora laiiltereil 
as follows: At thu oloction of IHSI! the 
councillor in oach waid who hIiuU be 
elected by tho hir^'ctt nmnher of rotus 
shall hold uftice until thu sucond olisction 
thereafter and tho other two shall hold 
ofHco until tho first annual election. Thus, 
at oach annual election two councillors 
shall bo elei'ied for each ward in the place 
of tho two retiriui,' ones and the coun- 
cillor i>htaininL; tlu^ larijost luiinbor of 
votes shall hnlil oflice for two yeans. 
Another chanu'o made in tho municipality 
act is iu regard to the qualilieatiou for 
voters. Tho following is added to section 
19 of tho act of IsAl; "Or any person 
who had been a liou.seholder in the muni 
cipality lor ai.x inontha before tho oloction, 
at a rental or rent value of not loss than 
si.xty dullara per annum, (for Victori.\) in 
the city of Nanainio forty dollars pur an- 
num, and iu tho city of New Westminator 
forty dollars per animm. ' It is also pro- 
vided that any poraon aliall, if required 
by the aaseaaor, ontir with tho aasesaor 
his or hor iianio, but no such votur 
shall bo required to registor after 
having once registered. The act to pro- 
vent the immigrarion of Chinese has boon 
BO thoroughly diseuased already that it is 
not necoasnry to enter into its p.irticulara 
here. This act ia claimed to ho quite 
within thu powera of the provincial legis- 
lature under tho "liritish North America 
Act" and is already in force. It ia de- 
clared unlawful for any Chinese to ontur 
this province. Any Chinese who shall 
come ia to be fined $50 or in default of 
payment shall suffer imprisonment .with 
hard labor for any puriod not oxcooding 
gi.t montha. Iv\ch ca.su will he decided 
before a jiiatico of the peaco. Any iiiaator 
of a ship who ahall l)riin.' Chiueao to tho 
province ahall pay for oach Chine.HO tho 
sum of §200, in default of which he can 
be imprisoned. Tho passage of thi.a act 
is a firm reply to tho rosolutiona rocently 
panaod by the Dominion parliament favor- 
ing Chiiier<p itnniigrntioii. Tlie last of tho 
billa to which wo will call attention ia 
that h.xing tho timo for the holding of 
courts of aaaizo and nisi priun, and of 
•yer and terminer and general gaol de- 
livery. The altered timea arc as followa: 
At Victoria on tho firat iMonday in April, 
and the fourth M(niday in November each 
year. At Nanaimo on thu first Tuuaday 
in Juno and tho lirst Tuesday in Decem- 
ber. At New Westminster on the first 
Wednesd.iy in May and the second Wed- 
noflday in November. At Yalo on thu 
last Wednesday in May and on the Friday 
following tho aecond Monday in October. 
At Kamloops on tho first Monday in Juno 
and tile lirat Monday in October. At 
Clinton on tho second Monday In Juno 
and the last Wednesday in Soptembor 
At Lytton on tho aecond Monday in Oc- 
tober, and at Richliuld on tho bocoiuI 
Monday uf Soptembor,

For 84>me 
yeara paat this has not boon carried out in 
tho case of Ohiuese, never aince by. order 
of Judge MoOieiglit it waa omitted m tho 
case of a wc>allliy (Uiinaman cmnmitted to 
prison for a a.-rioua nif riiiL;ornent of the 
law. I'roviouH to tins full priscjii diacip- 
lino was muted out to all ooinera and it 
ia now sought to have this again onforeod. 
There is every probability that this will 
auun bo done, as it is a iiecesaity in order 
to onRurojjgj,eanlines8, no .Iidui, if he will 
continue, to break tho law, is liable to 
lose Ilia much prized pigtail.

ThoanmilB of pui or ornamontation 
during the last ton years may ho re- 
garded aa the history of Hociiil taaic for 
the same period. Djring some tiuiB 
there was a tendeucy to profuseness 
aud ostentation. The bric-a-brac poiiod 
will be easily recalled, when ceilings 
and w&Uh wore litprally covered witii 
oil sorta of whimsical mantels, crazy- 
worUod lainhrcquiiiK, ta.ssoled hanj;iuga; 
when the doors were mosaic, or tt'ssol- 
lated, and the firegrates concealed with 
imitated relics of a forgotten age, or 
decalciniircd vases of pottery. Entire 
parlors were decorrttcd with rainbow- 
colorej fiin.s and boudoirs set off with 
the most uiiiiiiagipablo arrangomeut of 
silk drapery and ahama. The liaiiway 
generally considered nnadorned unlos.s 
supplied with embossed and pictured 
urns. Now the ceramic art is almost 
'orgotten and bric-a-brac a thing of tho 
I)ast. The i)ublic had a surfeit of tliis 
luxury of lovoly colors and jirofuBoness 
of curious pottery, which created the 
impression that the stranger was in 
some antiquarian's study, whose pro 
vince it is to recall the forgotten. Tht 
disfilay of ornaments has been succeed- 
ed by a more subdued and severe style 
of decoration. This cii.tngo was mainly 
brought about by the wall-i)Hpor j>oriod. 
It is now considered to be the proper 
thing to exclude all suporlluoua orna 
nient, and in tho leading houses a faa- 
Liiliousnoss is to be observed in this re- 
spect. Portieres and pictures arc al 
most tho solo ornaments. Tlie ceilings 
are now decorated with pressed cork, 
neatly painted, aud are sometimes 
jianeled. But the infinite number of 
fancy knick knacks lias had ila day. 

The latest novelty in the way of |iar- 
lor, talil(! auiJ sofa decorations i.s what 
is called luster painting,'. Tho art is not 
yet well knt)wn in California, many 
painters not having the idea of its cxi.st 
ence. The luster is composed of ingiedi 
ents known oidy to its inventor. It is 
mealy and as soft aa gold leaf, ami 
conies in small bottles. Almost all the 
colors of the artist are manufactured, 
and those that are omitted can bo easi- 
ly nmde by mixing different colors. The 
luster is nuxcd with a certain oil, 
known only to the inventor, wliicli iti 
called medium. The work is done on 
velvet or jrlusli. The subject tobelust- 
ered is lirht drawn with chalk on llie 
velvet, and tin; ccjiors then thrown on 
with a light brush. It is a nice and deli- 
cate art, and rt'(juires the greatest care 
in shading and in bestowing the proper 
amount of luster. The designs of lusL 
ration are ](rincipally flowers. When 
nearly done and held at a distance, tin? 
painting sliini's wilh a niilil railiiuicH, 
the forins of the llowcis slaiuLsout in 
line n^lief ancl tlin ed'cct is beautifully 
realistic, in the night the luster paint- 
ing changes color, like tho rcfracitions 
of th(^ diamond, and is doubly ellbc 
live. One innii^iiies tlnit the llowoi-s 
wercf ])lucke(l from some fairy king- 
dom. The luKt(^r is n^narkabl emlur- 
ing, and can brushed without coming 
of tho plu<»h or velvet. There am luii 
few artists who jmint with lust(ir, and 
those who do arc overcrowdud with 
pu[>ilH and others. 

Another new device is the imitation 
of the Kensington work with the wa 
ter color. This art is not so ditlicult 
as the luster painting. Tho colors us- 
ed are ordinary paints, aud when fin- 
ished the work is very neat. it is eni- 
bo.ssed, in order to give oih.'ct to Llio 
Iveusington method of ordinary fancy 
work. Hhadin would not accompli.sli 
the pur|io.se. 

Tiic Alg^iiaii Frontier. 

(Special to tho Hail.l 
London, Feb. 27. — The delimitation of 
tho Afghan frontier incroases in intoroat 
as !i diplomatic iiuestinii, aud tho pacific 
asauraiices nf M. Les.Huri, tho Bjiecial 
Kussian agent who is negotiating with 
lEa'l G.-nnvillo, and tho statement of M. 
Co])onakig, the aecrotary of the llusBian 
embassy, disclaiininj^ any desire on thu 
part (if llussia to invade Afghanistan, fail 
to attbrd Sittisfaotory guuranteea of tho 
friendliness of the Moscovitc movement 
in Asia. Tho statement in yjsterday's 
Joarnal de Saint Petorsbourg that "thu 
prestitze of England, endangered on tlio 
Nile, cannot be reatorisd on the llorri- 
ruod," a coiiBiderable river in tho north- 
ern poiti.iii iif Afyluiriislaii, is n curious 
comment fui the statement in tho Journal 
of thu 24th inst. , that "Jvuesia will ob- 
serve tho ilusso-English agreement nitli 
strict fidelity," particularly in connection 
with the poraiatent rumnra of the advance 
of Russian troops towards I'onjdoh. The 
uneasy feeling ia increased by tho receipt 
to-day of a Calcutta deapatcli, which suys 
that Lord Dult'eriii intendH prucoodiiii; to 
I'eahawur tu meet the .A moor of Afijhan- 
ialaii, it being argued that tho vicuroy has 
abundant material in Indian politics to 
occu[iy his time, and that the Afghan 
quQntion must bo one of urgency if he 
■allows it to divert his attoiitiou from homo 
nnittora at tho preEont timu.

— T'be .steam- 
ship Gladiolus of the .Star Line arriv- 
ed at this port to-day from ^^^cwcastb', 
bringing tliu survivors of the utlicers 
and crew of the Tower liiiic stuaiiiship 
Deriiwull Tower. The BftruweU Tower 
left Baltimore for Liverpool on Janu- 
arv 21. She liad .strong wcstorly winds 
up to tlie2otli. On the evniing nf that 
day the wind increased to a hurricam^ 
aud the ship was put dead before it. 
The sea rose to a tremendous height 
and groat waves began to come aboard 
over tho stern. Tho iie.\t morning the 
storm increased in fury and waves dusli- 
ud over the sliip, sLiiasliiug llie sky- 
lights anil seudiuL; lluoiU of water into 
tho saloon. An altoiupt was niadti to 
make sail on the ship, but tho canvass 
was blown away before it was sec. TIk^ 
ollicers and men workini,' on deck won' 
dronehetl by the wav.'.s aiul rliilli'd tu 
the bone by tli(^ int.in.si^ cold ami iii 
constant duiiyi-r of i ii'i i"i|^' wubhed ovi-r- 
board. Everything movable about the 
deck was swept away. iJefon; daylight 
the noxt morning the steering gear 
suddoiily broke and tho ship broaclied 
to. She was now at thiMneruy of thu' torn 
pest and latiorcd heavily in thu trough 
of till' s(«, wave after wave breaking 
over her. Uno wavo smashed in the 
bulwarks, leaving tho sea lo make a 
clean breach over ilio deck. TIio ne.xt 
wave stove in tho fore hatrh and the 
water poured into the hold. An iin- 
monsc sea dashed nvi r the ship carry- 
ing awav the bridgi! iiiid eriisliing I lie 
cliartrodm. The force of this .sea wfts 
trcinriulou?, ;and it completely submerg- 
ed the alii[i. The otlicers and sailor's on 
deck clung to tho lifo-liues, to the rig- 
ging, to anything they could gel hohl 
of, and held on for their lives, .loliii 
l-'iiidate, the |.second mate, and ( ilu r 
M iller, a sailor, wi're torn I'ruiii tlii'ir 
hold and dusbed iiit.i the .mm. The ship 
thou begun to leak and the men ran up 
signals of distress. The storm ragevl 
with unabated fury. Tlie bouts were 
Hiiiaslied as if they woro eg;,' shells. The 
rigging w:is iiearlv all cirrii^d av^uv aud 
lav on deck taiiL;b'd with f ragiin'ii l,s of 
broken wuod aiul iron. ()iie wa\e Imri 
ed Frsl Ollicc'r Tlioin psoii under a iiia.'is 
of wreckage, breaking liia h-.g. I In w'hs 
respcued and taken below. lSi)f>ii nfivv 
a sailor had liis right had cni.ilu'il tu a 
jelly by btMng jaiiieil iinicing tie' wreek 
ago. All that night the men laeeil 
tipalli, Muticring inli'iisly frnin and 
exposure, and worn out. from hick of 
slee[), bard work aud anxiety. Tlu! 
WHter rose in Llio hohl and put out the 
(ires ill tlie sloke bole. The ni<ii'niiig of 
Tliursday broke amid the, tMiilniihil 
howling "f the .slono, hut at il o'l loek 
it .siiildeiily abated its fury. .\l lie- 
same lime a sLeaiiior was sigbti'd, biur 
ing down on tho wreck. She )>roved to 
be the IMadiolus, from Neweasile for 
New York. In spite of tli<' li<'.i\ y 
the Gladiolus lowered away her 
boat and rese'cued all on Ih 
Tower. xS'o sooner bail i.Ik.^ 
steiimed awav from the .sii 
than the storm begun again.
